Rain Delays 
San Rafael 
Road Work 


City of San Rafael, whose street 
paving project suffered from the 
rainy season last year, is having 
the same trouble again. 
Two major reconstruction pro­ 
jects—Irw in 
street 
and 
Wolfe 
grade—were held up today by the 
early fall rains. The combined pro­ 
jects represent about $19,000 in 
city funds. 
City engineers said the Irw in 
street widening and reconstruction, 
from Francisco boulevard to Third 
s tra ti was ready for a newr pave­ 
ment today but “ now it will have 
to w ait until it (the subgrade) 
dries out.” 
If there is no more rain today, 
tomorrow or during the weekend, 
Browm-Ely Contractors of Corte 
Madera may be able to pave the 
road on Monday, engineers said. 
The contract for the work amounts 
to $10,289. 
The contracts for work on Irw in 
street and Wolfe grade, granted to 
A. G. Raisch at $8,766, were award­ 
ed by the city council on August 
2 . 
Workmen for the Raisch Co. 
were to start reconstruction of 
Wolfe 
grade 
today 
but 
again 
“ they’ll have to wait until the 
rain clears.” 
In late 1952, a contract was 
awarded to remake H street in 
San Rafael but the rainy season 
started 
after the subgrade had 
been made and before the pave­ 
ment could be added. 
City councilmen said the pave­ 
ment wras added before the sub­ 
grade dried and consequently, the 
pavement failed and settled 
in 
many areas to make an uneven and 
bumpy street.

In this position, which he held 
from the time he completed his 
post graduate work at University 
of California, he has helped muni­ 
cipalities of the state with their 
problems and has become an ex­ 
pert in city and municipal govern­ 
ment. Also as representative of 
the League in Sacramento, he has 
acquired a wide know’lodge of state 
government, “not only in the two 
major houses of the Legislature, 
but in the important third house 
as well,” Kent declared. 


W A R R EN A ID E 
During all of his time in Sacra­ 
mento he never represented any­ 
thing but a public interest, Kent 
W’ent on, was closely associated 
with Governor W arren, and was 
state director of civilian defense 
during the war period. 
Not only is he known in C ali­ 
fornia, but nationally as well. He 
w’as elected and served as presi­ 
dent of the National Municipal 
Assn.. Kent said, and taught polit­ 
ical science and government at 
UC until he started his run for 
governor. 
Only in a few instances did 
Kent and Walton square off in 
anything like an argument over 
facts.

First class started with 11 pupils, 
five to 12-years-old, in the con­ 
verted warehouse on the M arin 
General Hospital grounds. 


The children, some of whom are 
transported from points as far as 
Inverness, Lagunitas and Novato 
attended classes from 9 a.m. to 
2 p.m. 


The program, sponsored jointly, 
by the County School Superin­ 
tendent’s Office and the County 
Health 
Department 
offers 
co­ 
ordinated 
class 
instruction 
and 
physical therapy. The school is di- 
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vided into two large rooms—one 
for instruction the other for physi­ 
cal therapy. 
Calling their classroom the Marin 
School, these 11 children are the 
first of some 50 physically handi­ 
capped M arin youngsters who will 
attend classes on a trial basis.

MARIN LEADS BAY AREA 
IN INCREASE OF SALES 


M arin County led the Bay Area this spring in 
showing the greatest increase in taxable sales cner last 
year. 


During the period of A pril 1 until June SO. 1954, 
taxable sales in M arin amounted to $20,270,000 and 
brought in $608,100 in sales tax. 


1 he total sales represented an increase of 2.89 
per cent over M arin ’s sales during the same period in 
1953. M arin ’s increase was the best in the Bav Area. 
Behind M arin were Santa Clara county with a 2.78 
per cent increase; and San Mateo with .96 per cent. 


Counties showing a decrease in sales were So­ 
noma, 1.20 per cent; San Francisco, 3.18 per cent; So­ 
lano, 4.34 per cent; Alameda, 4.88 per cent; Contra 
Costa, 6.05 per cent. 


Across the state, Board of Equalization member 
Paul R. Leake announced that transactions taxable 
under the California Sales and Use T ax law surpassed 
$3,800,000.000 during the second quarter of the vear 
to come w ithin two per cent of last year’s record 
total. T h e second-quarter tax base exceeded that of the 
first quarter of this year by 15 per cent, Leake said.

Shapiro indicated that a bow'ling 
alley operator w’as interested, but 
that he could not go ahead on the 
deal until he knew w’hat the zon­ 
ing would be. One bowling operator 
had appeared at the Tamalpais 
Union High School board meeting 
Monday night to find out if trus­ 
tees would object to such a busi­ 
ness adjacent to the school. The 
plans John Fitzwater 
described 
called for a $300,000, 16-lane alley 
with bar and restaurant. No spe­ 
cific mention u’as made of this 
last night however. 
A bowling alley might possibly 
be the type of business a use per­ 
mit in the new zone would be 
issued for, it was indicated by Tho­ 
mas Macey, planning commission 
chairman. 


W ID E A R R A Y 
Macey explained that in the last 
few weeks, commissioners had just 
about decided that a special zone 
was needed In the marshlands be­ 
cause of the wide diversity of uses 
to which the property could be put.

Mrs. Booth said yesterday Fus­ 
selman should disqu~1if: himself 
from board action on Zoellner’s 
claim since, she stated, Zoellner 
was a contributor to Fusselman’s 
campaign.

Fusselman took pains today to 
explain that he personally did

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WET WINTER? 
Too Early To Say, But 


Water Supply Good 


Last night’s rainfall measured 
as much as one inch in some 
parts of Marin, but it won’t damp­ 
en fair skies tomorrow and doesn’t 
indicate 
an old fashioned wet 
winter coming up. 
At least that’s the report of 
men who have kept their eyes on 
county rainfall reports for many 
years. 
Optimistic in their outlook, en­ 
gineers at the Marin Municipal 
Water District added that “Marin 
won’t have to worry about a water 
shortage again for the next 10 
years.” 
Largest rainfall last night was 
registered at the new Peters Dam 
at Lagunitas where gauges read 
1.16 inches during the surprise 
shower. It brought the rainfall at 
the dam since July 1 to 3.74 inches. 
Elsewhere in Marin the totals 
at the four other dam varied be­ 
tween .50 and .65 inches. Rangers 
at the station atop Mt. Tamalpais 
said their gauges read .83 inches, 


and .68 was the reading on the 
roof of the San Rafael City Hall. 
Weather forecasters, however, 
have predicted that the cloudy 
skies will clear today and continue 
fair tomorrow. 


Engineers at the water district 
begged off predicting the type of 
winter that Marin can expect 
They point to the half-inch total 
rainfall at Alpine dam on this 
date last year and the cuwent 
3.19 inch reading at the dam this 
year, but still declined to make a 
prediction. 
“It's still too early to tell what 
kind of winter We’re going to 
have,” said Mike Dimico. 


One thing they were sure about 
and that concerned 
the water 
supply. Last year, they said, the 
district had 2.473.000,000 gallons 
in storage and this year there are 
5,493,000,000. Major difference was 
the opening of the massive Peters 
Dam at Lagunitas.

implausible celluloid fairy tales 
in which a pauper can marry a 
princess and any smart working 
girl can land a millionaire. 


THE FORMULA behind most 
plots Is simple and changeless: 
boy meets girl; there is a prob­ 
lem that keeps them apart; they 
solve the problem; bov and girl 
then clinch in a fadeout that is 
a prelude to endless bliss. 


That is the main thing — the 
happy ending. 
The trouble with many delvers 
in the Hollywood 
vineyard 
is 
that they come to believe In the 
plots they act out. They feel un­ 
consciously that if they just m ar­ 
ry, all their high-tension woes 
will be over, and they will have 
put the last great reel of their 
lives in the can—happiness. 


THEY SOMETIMES think of 
marriage as they do a sleeping 
pill—something to 
calm 
them 
down. But marriage doesn’t or­ 
dinarily 
work 
that 
way. 
As 
countless thousands of ministers 
patiently preach, “marriage isn’t 
a happy ending — it is only a 
happy beginning.” 
Contrary to the sugar-jcoated 
fairy tales about life it offers for 
sale to the public, Hollywood it­ 
self is a pretty 
rugged 
jungle 
ruled by a financial and social 
caste system nearly as inflexi­ 
ble as that of old India. 


A CONVENTIONAL, type m ar­ 
riage simply isn’t suitable for 
many who are caught up in this 
benzedrine-paced tempo of ner­ 
vous worry and success* w orship. 
What Hollywood needs is a 
new type of marriage—in fact, 
several types of marriages—more 
adapted to its needs, such as: 
1. 
The 
publicity 
marriage. 
Great for two starlets who can't 
get their names in the paper any 
other way. Also fine for aging 
stars who need to let the public 
know they are still alive. 


2. THE MULTIPLE 
or 
mass 
marriage. This is useful for up 


to 5 actors and 5 actresses who 
are all, sooner or later, going to 
swap around anyway. By marry­ 
ing each other all at once they 
could save future divorce costs 
and also have to pay only for 
a single big wedding celebration. 


3. The 
contingent 
marriage. 
Under this arrangement if either 
performer 
gets 
better 
billing 
than the other, he or she is au­ 
tomatically free to shuck off the 
unfortunate partner 
as 
excess 
cargo. 


MARRIAGES SUCH a a these 
would bring a realism 
to 
its 
marital relations that Hollywood 
sadly needs. Some might argue 
that Hollywood should reinstate 
the custom of 
trial 
marriages, 
but this is unnecessary. 
Marriage is a trial, anywhere, 
under the best of circumstances.

What Can

Tidelands Fund Now All Back In 


State Treasury Drawing Interest

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SACRAMENTO 
<CNS) — Now 
that all of California’s tideland 
oil money is reposing safely back 
in the state treasury, officialdom 
is breathing slightly easier over 
the preparation of the 1955-56 
capital outlay budget. 
State Controller 
Robert 
C. 
Kirkwood, under an emergency 
authorization from 
the 
State 
Lands Commission, put the funds 
back in the 
h a n d s 
of 
State 
Treasurer Charles G, Johnson. 
He took immediate steps to put 
the funds to work earning in­ 
terest, an estimated $1,000 to 
$1.200 a. day. 


THE TIDELAND OIL revenue 
accumulation, in effect since the 
federal government 
seized 
the 
lands and the revenues back in 
1947, totaled actually more than 
$66.000.000. 
Of this sum $32.800.000 w ent to 
the state's capital outlay and 
savings fund, and $31.100.000 was 
dropped into the 
beaches 
and 
parks fund. 
Kirkwood held back $2.000.000 
in the state lands act fund for 
acquisition and development of 
a small craft harbor and recre­ 
ation area at Playa Del Ray in 
Los Angeles County, an act au­ 
thorized by the 1954 Legislature, 
which provided a loan in this 
amount to expedite the project. 


ACTUAL TOTAL of the im­ 
pounded money, including in­ 
terest. amounted to $66,728.423. 
Of this, the federal government 
recently paid 
back 
$22.041.994, 
which had been frozen in the 
federal treasury, the result of 
congressional action taken on a 
bill introduced by U.S. Senator 
Thomas H. Kuchel. 
Motiey impounded in the state 
treasury under stipulation with 
the federal government, brought 
the total to $65,939. 043. Another 
$789.380 in interest is due from 
investment of funds held by the 
state. 
Federal repaym ent, incidental­ 


ly, brought the state no interest 
at, all. 


Hereafter, all royalties received 
from oil wells on state tide-lands 
will be distributed on the basis of 
30 per cent to the capital outlay 
and savings fund, and 70 per 
cent to the beaches and parks 
funds, unless 
this 
formula 
is 
changed by the state legislators. 


WHILE GOVERNOR Goodwin 
J. Knight has never advocated 
a sweeping change in the for­ 
mula, he has, at least, suggested 
to the legislature that some of 
the money designated for beach­ 
es and parks, out of the 70 per 
cent, should be appropriated by 
the state Legislature to other 
purposes. He contends that the 
basic needs of the state have 
some priority over the recrea­ 
tional 
facilities 
provided 
by 
beaches and parks, particularly 
in the field of education. 


In any event, 
none 
of 
the 
beaches and parks money can 
be spent until the state Legisla­ 
ture appropriates it, as expendi­ 
tures by this division are limited 
to the acts of the Legislature. 
Neither can the monies allocated 
to the capital outlay fund be ex­ 
pended until decision is reached 
by the Legislature as to where 
it will be allocated. 


THUS, WITH EXCEPTION of 
the $2.000.000 for Playa Del Rev, 
and repayment of about $13.000.- 
000 to the capital outlay fund 
for general 
fund 
money 
ad­ 
vanced for beaches 
and 
parks 
during the federal seizure, the 
returned money is intact, which 
means the Legislature will have 
about $51.000.000 to 
play 
with 
during the 1955 session. 


And from all indications, the 
move to eliminate the formula, 
deposit the revenues in the gen­ 
eral fund, and finance beaches 
and parks from the general fund, 
as well a« capital outlay, is gain­ 
ing headway. 


sanction. It shows the program 
would (1) set up inspector gen­ 
eral offices, like the Army has, 
throughor* the executive branch, 
and <2> allow the inspectors to 
investigate the “conduct” of gov­ 
ernment employes.

Budget Bureau, he says, was only 
calling to the attention of the 
agency heads the necessity for 
maintaining “the proper and ap­ 
propriate conduct of employes.” 
There's that 
word 
“conduct” 
again. What does it mean? Offi­ 
cial conduct? Or what an em­ 
ploye does in his spare time? Or 
what? 
Murray Snider, assistant White 
House 
press 
secretary, 
say s: 
“There is nothing in the Budget 
Bureau that deals with the pri­ 
vate lives of 
government 
em­ 
ployes.” 
But Snyder also say* the order 
“deals with the manner In which 
employes do their jobs, and any­ 
thing that relates to that.” 


A N D ANOTHER government 
official, who doesn’t 
want 
his 
name used, says: 


“The primary purpose of the 
order is 
to 
have 
a 
dignified 
check made on those employes 
with outside interests and activi­ 
ties to make Vertain they don’t 
conflict with those of the agen­ 
cies in which they are employed.” 


In spite of official reassurances, 
the Washington Star still finds 
“two big flaws” in the program: 


“Inspector* 
were 
a l l o w e d 
enough leeway to pry into gov­ 
ernment employes’ private lives. 


“The whole operation was kept 
secret.” 


AND THE STAR complains it 
is nowhere made clear just what 
sort of “employe conduct” the 
inspectors are free 
to 
inspect: 
“Conceivably they could knock 
on the employe's door in the 
night and ask impertinent ques­ 
tions.” 


Maybe this is borrowing trou­ 
ble, And maybe such questions 
wouldn't be impertinent if the 
employe happened to be shooting 
craps with a handful of the tax­ 
payers’ money. 


But somebody, it would seem, 
borrowed some unnecessary trou­ 
ble by trying to keep the whole 
program hush-hush.

ternational Publishers. 
Professor Budenz further testi­ 
fied as follows: "The commu­ 
nists consider books a very vital 
part of psycholological warfare.

Books need not be always 
communist in character, because 
the prestige of the author also 
counts. If an author is put in a 
high school library in the Unit­ 
ed States, the communists count 
on his name becoming an au­ 
thority 
among

students. 
Therefore, when he says he will 
not fight the communist Chinese 
if ordered by the United States 
government that has its effect 
upon those pupils and students 
who looked up to h:m as an au­ 
thority.”

March 1953; pp 43. 44. 45.»

It is a fair assumption that 
Congress will not long remain 
satisfied with President Eisen­ 
howers decision 
not 
to press 
America's territorial claims in 
and further exploration of the 
vast, unknown 6,000.000-square- 
mile subcontinent of the Antarc­ 
tic. 
The Congress has a pretty good 
record, of supporting the Presi­ 
dent, and on this issue of the 
nation’s stake in the potentially 
mineral-rich, unexplored 
south 
polar region. Congress would like 
to see the President show a bet­ 
ter record supporting it. 


THERE IS STRONG opinion, 
not only within 
Congress 
but 
within the Executive branch of 
the government as well, that the 
United States ought not lightly 
to pass up its interest in the 
Antarctic where seven eountries, 
on a basis of 
less 
exploration 
than that by Americans, such as 
Adm. Richard E. Byrd and Capt. 
Finn Ronne, who commanded 
the 
1947-'48 
expedition, 
are 
claiming areas 
of 
sovereignty, 
some overlapping. These coun­ 
tries are Great Britain, Fiance, 
Australia, New 
Zealand, 
Nor­ 
way, Argentina and Chile. 
Several bills asserting Ameri­ 
can claims to parts of the Ant­ 
arctic have attracted support in 
Congress and the Senate Armed 
Services Committee passed a res­ 
olution in July urging the Presi­ 
dent to authorize a new expedi­ 
tion this year and next to vali­ 
date territorial claims, to explore 
mineral resources and carry for­ 
ward scientific observations. 


CONGRESS’

supported by the findings of a 
two-year study completed by the 
State, 
Defense, 
Interior 
and 
Commerce Departments of the 
Administration

mously recommended that the 
President take the same action 
that the Armed Services Com­ 
mittee advocated. 
The most favored period for 
Antarctic exploration is now at 
hand because the beginning of 
autumn in our hemisphere is the 
beginning of spring in the South­ 
ern Hemisphere. Rising tempera­ 
tures, shorter nights, and ulti­ 
mately the midnight sun make 
the south polar regions some- 
w tyt less forbidding 
than 
at 
other seasons. 
But despite much talk of a 
new American expedition, none 
now appears in the making and 
time is fast running out for any­ 


thing to be accomplished In th« 
next six months. 


I DOUBT THAT Congress wiM 
accept Presidential inaction. If 
the President doesn't act, it i* a 
good assumption that at its next 
session Congress will do more 
than pass a resolution — it will 
very likely take 
the 
Initiative 
from the White House by pass­ 
ing legislation which would set 
up the expedition the President 
has thus far vetoed. 
Obviously no one really knows 
the wealth and value of this un­ 
explored continent twice the slzt 
of the United States. Admiral 
Byrd and Captain Ronne believa 
it is rich in mineral resource*. 
The experts cannot say how or 
when such resources could be 
practicably developed, but the 
instinct which Congress has — 
that it would be unwise and un­ 
imaginative to assume that they 
can't be developed — seems to be 
a good one. There's yet no tell­ 
ing what the atomic age will 
need or can do. 


WHAT IS UNWORKABLE and 
unprofitable now may be invalu­ 
able 10 or 50 years from now* 
Portable atomic-power reactor* 
may soon be able to take heat, 
light and transportation to tht 
Antarctic in ways 
wdiich 
will 
make the Byrd and Ronne ex­ 
peditions look 
like 
horse-and- 
buggy operations. 
It was only about two cen­ 
turies ago that France 
had 
to 
choose between ceding to th t 
English a couple of Caribbean 
Islands or Canada, and chose to 
give up what it deemed to be tha 
useless and cold wastes of Cana­ 
da, now a

country. 


THE PRESIDENT 
has 
no\ 
disclosed his reasons for holding 
up, at least for a while, further 
Antarctic exploration. Probably 
he does not want to complicate 
our relations with our allies. Per­ 
haps he is fearful lest we hand 
Moscow another tune to play on 
its propaganda organ — the mo­ 
tif of American imperialism. 
I suspect these reasons will no! 
stand up for long. We have al­ 
ready proposed that the whol# 
Antarctic territory be interna­ 
tionalized. This was rejected by 
claimant nations. We would, it 
seems to me, be in a better po­ 
sition to work out an adjustment 
of territorial claims and a plan 
for conserving the Antajctic for 
the free world by being a partici­ 
pant than by being an onlooker.

Costs of building new schools 
have gone up far less than other 
building costs, a well-known school 
architect told members of Reed 
Parents’ Club Tuesday night at 
) Reed School, Tiburon. 
John Lyon Reid, architect for 
the new school at which the meet- 
: ing was held, said that from 1939 
I to 1951 school building costs went 
I up 87 per cent while the cost of 
all other building went up 150 per 
i cent. He said he quoted figures 
j from the U.S. Office of Education. 
The cost of building the addi­ 
tions to Reed school was $10.66 
per square foot, Reid said, com­ 
pared 
with 
a state 
average 
of 
$13.95. 
He 
described 
the 
nine 
new 
; classrooms and multi-use room or 
auditorium 
at Reed as “simple, 
with no frills” to provide “ the 
| basic needs of an educational pro- 
! gram.” 
School trustee chairman John 
Bridgman, who introduced Reid, 
told the audience that the board 
is concerned 
with 
getting 
local 
-school building costs even lower. 
In making other comparisons, 
architect Reid said that Belvedere 
school was built in 1934-36 at a 
cast of $381 per pupil. The Reed 
additions, 
just 
completed, 
were 
built at a per pupil cost of $586.30, 
he said, or an increase of 35 per 
cent. 
The 
national 
average

crease, continued the architect, is 
87 per cent.

Architect Fees 


Explained To 


School Group 


The work and problems of the 
school archietect were explained 
In a letter from John Lyon Reid 
at Monday’s meeting of the No­ 
vato Citizens School Committee 
Reid, who had designed a num­ 
ber of Marin schools including 
three in Novato, wrote the letter to 
the Novato school board. 
His letter came in answer to 
queries regarding the re-u.^e ot 
school plans and the architect’s 
fee of eight per cent of the total 
cost. 
Regarding the use of plans which 
have been used before for prior 
school 
structures, 
Reid's 
letter 
said: 
"Wherever this is possible it is 
the desire of our off’ce to offer 
cooperation to that end. It is some­ 
times possible to make a partial 
re-use of plans. If this proves 
feasible a mresponding reduction 
in our fee can be offered . . . If 
It is possible to re-use a set of : 
plans without changes, no fee at 
ell will be charged except for the 
normal supervision of construction j 
as required by law. It should be , 
pointed out that cases where this 
is possible are extremely rare." 
I 
FEE TOO HIGH? 
To the frequently voiced criti- I 
ci-m of the eight per cent archi­ 
tect’s fee as being too hijjh, Reid’s 
letter pointed out that only about 
10 per cent of the architect’s fee 
is profit to the architect and that 
includes his salary for the nearly 
two-year period of planning and 
supervision required to complete a 
school. Out of the eight per cent 
fee, the architect must pay for 
not only his own services but for 
those 
of 
"engineers,- 
plumbing, 
heating, ventilating and electrical 
engineers, civil engineers for spe­ 
cial consultation where necessary, 
and acoustical engineers.” 
To earn his fee the school arch­ 
itect must go through a vastly 
complicated procedure to comply 
with laws and regulations of and 
obtain the approval of the state j 
Division of Architecture, the state j 
Department of Education, the De­ 
partment of Finance, the state 
fire marshal, the Uniform Build­ 
ing Code, national plumbing and 
electric codes; the Industrial Ac- j

“Oh no!” and sobbed hysterically 
th at “God will punish them for 
this.”

Cook, testifying in his own be­ 
half yesterday, talked freely about

Cook claimed self-defense in the 
killing, insisting th a t Rogers drew 
a knife on him and th a t Mancil 
came at him with a chair.

WILLOWS, Calif. (TP) — An Air 
Force B50 w eather reconnaissance 
plane crashed, exploded and burn­ 
ed near here last night, killing at 
least 11 of the 17 m en aboard.

OLD-TIMERS SNORT 
Some old-tim e G erm an officers 
snort when the code is m entioned 
and say it will produce an army 
of softies.

Freedom From Time By His Life 
Awhile back, a flurry of letters 
descended on this column from 
men and women who said indign­ 
antly that indeed they are happy! 
This was after I had unwittingly 
challenged them by declaring that 
in my entire life I had known only 
three happy persons. 
Now 
comes naturalist Edwin 
Way Teale with a portrait of a 
man who walked away from two. 
fortunes, lived mainly on tea and 
bread 
crumbs 
while 
tramping 
thousands of miles over the wil- 
dernessees that were left in Ameri­ 
ca 50 years ago. was “unafraid of 
danger, of hardship, of wildness, of 
being alone, of facing death . . . 
unafraid of public opinion”—and 
happy. 
This lucky inhabitant of a world 
where most men are scared all 
the time, was the late John Muir, 
naturalist and pioneer in our na­ 
tional conservation program.

Story Of American 
Camp Fire Growth

The Camp Fire Girls of Amer­ 
ica, one of the agencies of the 
San Francisco-Marin United Cru­ 
sade, is a time tested investment 
in the country's greatest resource 
— Youth. 
This is an organization that has 
been 
familiar- to Americans for 
nearly half a century and its ac­ 
tivities have justified every year 
of its existence since its found­ 
ing by Dr. Luther Halsey Gulick 
and his associates in 1910. Its en­ 
durance, enthusiasm and accom­ 
plishments have gained it an in ­ 
destructible position among Amer­ 
ican traditions and made it fully 
worthy of every public dollar given 
and spent in its behalf. 
The story of the American Camp 
Fire G irl is an oft told one. But 
like all good stories it merits re­ 
telling. especially at the time of 
the annual United Crusade. 
Here is the story of the Camp 
Fire Girls of America and M arin 
county: 


HALF MILLION GIRLS 
Undoubtedly, 
Dr. 
Gulick — in 
1910 — was confident his newly 
founded organization would grow. 
B u t Dr. Gulick probably had no 
idea that in a little more than 40 
years there would be about half 
a million girls active in the Camp 
Fire.

into activity, the Camp Fire makes 
available to all girls an educational 
and 
recreational 
program 
with 
these thoughts foremost: 
Encourage the application of re­ 
ligious, spiritual and ethical prin­ 
ciples to daily living. 
Strengthen the ties within the 
family. 
Give recoenition and value to 
the 
particular 
contributions 
of 
women. 
Foster love of country, the prac­ 
tice of democracy and responsible 
citizenship. 
Satisfy the need to belong, to 
make friends and to have fun and 
happiness. 
Aid the formation of healthful 
habits. 
Encourage initiative, self reli­ 
ance and satisfaction in work. 
Develop interests, skills and hob­ 
bies. 
Increase appreciation of nature 
and skill in out-of-door living. 
These objectives are sought and 
practiced throughout the year by 
M arin County Camp Fire Girls in 


150 small units that meet once a 
week under adult supervision, a 
trained volunteer leader who most 
likely was once a Camp Fire G irl 
herself. Members of the youngest 
group. 7 to 10 years, are the Blue­ 
birds. At 10. a child becomes a full 
fledged Camp Fire G irl and in 
high school she continues in the
